Horse power as a method of propelling 


street cars is doomed. Ileeognmng this 
fact, dozens of inventors have recently 
applied themselves to the task of devis- 
ing some traction power, at once cheap 
arid effective, which will fill the bill. 
The storage battery and cable are not 
altogether popular with railway stock- 
holders on account of their high cost. 
The death dealing trolley, while cheap 
and speedy enough, is prone to convert 
itself into an instrument of execution. 
No satisfactory method of propelling 
cars by compressed air has been dis- 
covered. 


The latest contrivance is an overhead 


cable, strung on polos, says the New 
York Herald. Its backers assert that it 
combines the elements of speed, cleanli- 
ness and safety, and they hope that it 
will be adopted by one or more of the 
surface lines runiiiug underneath the 
elevated roads. 


William A. Ilutlcr, the inventorof the 


system, has patented various devices in 
connection with street railroading. 


In a general way the equipment of a 


road operated according to Mr. Butler's 
klea would resemble the plant of a 
trolley road. 
The cables would be 


suspended over cither track by means 
of iron pillars and crossbars; the con- 
nection with the cables would be made 
by menus of mechanism not unlike that 
employed by trolley cars, and a near- 
sighted man would hardly IK- able to 
distinguish one outfit from another. 


\ViUi the appearance of the 
two 


plant:; the resemblance ends. 
The 


pillars of the overhead cable road will 
be 200 feet apart, instead of -10 feet, 
as arc the trolley poles. 
There will be 


but one row of them, in the space be- 
tween the trucks, and some attempt at 
ornamentation will be made in their 
constmetion.

THE PLANTAIN AS FOOD. 


Variety of .Methods ll*ed In Preparing 


Thin Tr.jpical 1'roduct. 


The, texture of the plantain in De- 


murara is such that at whatever stage 
it is used, whether green or ripe, it 
must bo, cooked to ir.ake it palatable. 
Plantains are chiefly used by the popu- 
lace while still green—i. e., cut nt some 
period before they are full grown. 


They are cooked either by boiling or 


roasting, chieny the former. To suc- 
cessfully peel a green plaintain with- 
out soiling it, the operation must be 
performed with wet hands or with the 
fruit immersed in'water. The plaintain 
contains a measure of tannie acid and 
consequently in boiling in a metal pot 
has a tendency to turn very dark. This 
may, however, be prevented by boiling 
a little fat with the fruit—say a bit of 
fat pork. 
Green plantains are also 


used for making soup. For this pur- 
pose they are boiled and Ihe a pounded 
in a mortar, when they form a. homo- 
geneous mass like doug-h, which is put 
into soup and eaten with it. In the 
mature, but still green stage, plantains 
are roasted and eaten with butter, pep- 
per and salt and in .some cases cheese. 
In this state they are delicious. 


The plantain parts with its heat very 


rapidly, and in cooling it loses, to the 
palate, much of its best taste. It is 
spoiled by rewarming. For this reason 
roast plantains are usually served wrap- 
ped in a table-napkin for, to be enjoyed 
at all, they must be eaten before they 
cool. When ripe, that is when the 
skin has turned yellow, a fruity char- 
acter is assumed and then they are 
used either baked whole in an oven or 
cut in slices and fried,

The Muir glacier is really a sea of ice, 


with numerous branches in the valley, 
any one of which is as large as the 
Gomar of Aletsch glacier of Switzer- 


a"tis, according to Mr. S. P. Baldwin, 
a recent visitor, as large as all the Al- 
pine I glaciers in one, being 1,200 square 
miles in area. The ice is 1,000 feet 
thick at the mouth in Muir unlct, and 
the glacier is estimated to comprise as 
much water as Lake Eric. 
It discharges 77,000,000,000 cubic fee 


of ice ns icebergs, and 175,000,000,000 
feet of .water by melting every year. 
The center of the glacier, where the 
motion is quickest, is so rough and 
broken into crevasses that it is consid- 
ered impassable. Tho eastern half, 
however, can bo traveled as far as the 
neve. 
Prof. Wright has found the motion at 


the center to be as much as 03 feet a 
day, whereas that of the Alpine glaciers 
is only 33 inches or so. As much as 00 
feet a day has been found in the case 
of 
a Greenland glncier. The Muir 


expresses it. He hold his head up so

How Prodnctlon of Oplnru Is 


by the Brltltb Authorities. 


As the cultivation of tobacco is pro- 


hibited nin England except under a 
special license from the excise authori- 
ties, so the cultivation of the poppy in 
British'- India is forbidden unless a li- 
cense has been taken out. "When a cul- 
tivator takes out a license from the 
opium department to cultivate a certain 
area (usually two-thirds of an acre »J 
his own land), IJlackwood's Magazine 
Bays, lie receives an advance in money 
to secure his allegiance, :nid he binds 
himself to deliver to tho opium agent 
at a fixed price, ordinarily five shillings 
a pound, whatever opium may be pro- 
duced on his laud. When official super- 
vision is efficient it is certainly very dif- 
ficult for a man to cultivate poppy on a 
lam-er area than is covered by his li- 
cense without detection. The cultiva- 
tion cannot bo concealed. It is :i sort 
of garden cultivation, the poppy placts 
being grown in little square:; or beds 
Intersected by tiny water channels for 
irrigation wherever this is possible. 
The growth of the plants is carefully 
tended, and at length the Lime comes 
when they burst out into flower and the 
fields look like a sheet of silver as the 
white petals of the flowers glisten in 
the morning dew. 
These beautiful petals are the first 


produce of the crop; for the women and 
children of the cultivators' families 
come forth and pick them off one by 
one and carefully dry them, so that 
they may serve afterward as the cover- 
ing of the manufactured cakes of opium. 
Then the poppies, with their bare cap- 
sule heads, remain standing in the 
open field until It is considered that 
they are ripe for lancing. 
The culti- 


vators then come forth in the evening, 
and, with an implement not unlike the 
knives of a cupping instrument, they 
scarify the capsule on its sides with 
ilccp incisions, so that the juice may ex- 
ude. 
In the early morning the culti- 


vators reappear -with a scraping knife 
and their earthenware pots, and they 
scrape off the exuded juice and collect 
it in their pots. And this is crude 
opium.
